The Cobequid carried 102 officer* and

IIvo first-class passengers. and a
number of second-class passengers
The llrst-class passengers all came
from points south of i>nrmda. Bate
this afternoon a terrible sea was ruii-
ninK. aii'l none- of tip- steamers s<-nt
out in search of the Cuhequld had been
able t«» find her.
A w ireless «.;* 11 for help from the

1'toyul Mail steamer f'obequid. fast on
the dreaded ledges of Grand Manan,
Just before daw n to-day, follow I'll live

The Cobequid wan bound for St. John,

Increasing Anxiety.
Whether the Cobequid had survived

an all-day battering by hurricane seaa
and would hold together until one of
the fleet of nearly a dozen rescue boats
otild reach her, was a matter of In-
running anxiety to-night.
To-night no trace of the distressed

.esael had been found on the east
dtore of the Hay of Fundy, whjire she
was first reported uxruund. Nor could
,i glimpse be seen through the vapor,
which shrouded th»» west side of Grand
Manan. on one of whose numerous
:cdges it later was believed the rested.
The Cobequid formerly was th»

¦.teamer Colli, and bad been pressed
into winter service from toe Maritime
I'rovlncesi to the tropics. She mailed
from Halifax, on December 5, for West
Indian perts and started north again
.11 December 30, from Grenada She,
called at Bermuda on the 9th and then
leared for St. John
Approaching the Bay of Fundy, fa¬

mous for its swift tides and mountain-
oiis seas, a blizzard descended upon the
steamer. Captain Hawson was head-
ing for Gunnel Hock light, the guide
to the western side of the bay and a

warning of the ledges, which stretch
t-'ii milrs to the southward of Grand
Ma nan.

It was about sunrise when the oper-
tor at the wireless station at Cape

Sable, across the bay, picked up the
Cobequld'a call for help. The message
said that the vessel had struck a ledge
off Brier Island, which is on the east
hide of the bay, and needed immediate
assistance. I'or the next few hours
fragmentary messages were received
Irom the stranded steamer, one of
which said that the forward hold was

filling. At !>:40 A. M. came the last
gasp of the fading wireless to the ef-
ect that the engine-room was flooded;

i.nd the batteries exhausted.
Uovernmenta Active.

in the meantime, both the Canadian
and American governments had begun
active measures for rescue. The Ger-
iHsn steaimr Kronprlnzes'sln Cecille, off
Sable Island, on her way to New Ybrk,
was urged to change her course and
head for the Cobequid, 200 miles to the
northward.
The government steamer Bady

l.aurle was started out from this port
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for tho run of 150 miles to Grand
Ma nan. Tho etcamcrs Belvldere, Hel¬
ena and Lansdown wore asked to help,
and the revenue cutter Woodbury, in
cunmand of lieutenant liidgely. on her
way from Portland to Kockland. was
ordered to steam full speed for the
scene.

Toward night It was discovered that
the cable steamer Tyrian was at an-
chor behind Campobello, only fortymile-? from Gannet Jtiva 1 iht* and a
mesBage was sent to her skipper urg¬ing hiin to proceed immediately to the
Cobequid's aid.
Tho keeper of the Brier Island lightin a message stated he had seen no

trace of the Cobequid. Later the
steamer John I. (.'ami, which made a
circuit of the island during the day,
confirmed llie llghtlteeper's message.
On a rereading of the first message
from the Cobequid, the opinion was
reached that tho navigator was at a
loss as to the real position of the
steamer, and that sh<- in reality was on
the west side of tho bay.
Unfortunately, communication with

Grand Manan had been cut some time
before through tho breaking of the
cabl«-. so that no information could be
obtained from there.

It was expected that some of the
steamers would arrive of? Gannet Rock
during the night, and that the Wood¬
bury would reach the scene by 5 A. M.
There was a bright moon, and the gale
to-night seemed to be subsiding. The
Grand Manan ledges have been the
Kccne of many disasters, but loss of
life has been comparatively small.
Twelve years ago the steamer War¬

wick struck on Murr, one of tho most
extensive ledges, and eventually went
to pieces, but not until all on board had
been brought ashore and much of the
cargo lightered. The steamer Hestia
was lost on Old Proprietor ledge four
years ago, but without loss of life.
The Goth was- built for the Union

Castle Mail Line [\t Belfast, Ireland, In
1893. The vessel is of steel, and reg-
isters 4,700 tons gross and 2,!<70 tons
net. She is 400 feet long and equipped
wit it twin screws.

New York, January 13..With the
mercury standing: at 3 degrees below
zero parly to-night, this city lay In tho
grip of a cold spell of such severity
as rarely Is experienced. Less than a
rtozen times In the forty-three years of
the local Weather Bureau has the ther-
mometor registered a temperature so
low Notwithstanding this downward
plunge of the mercury, which caused
ihreo deaths from exposure to-day, this
was the warmest region of the .State,
reports from the country districts in
Northern New York showing a drop in
the temperature running to 47 degrees
below..
A wind that at times blew seventy-live miles an hour added to the suffer-

ing. The unemployed were driven to
shelter, managers of missions and inu-
nleipal lodging houses reporting many
men out ol work. The city, aiming to
relieve these persons, began turning a
recreation pier and charities depart¬
ment boats Into lodging, while the
Hoard of Aldermen adopted a r«>solu-
tion favoring a civic employment
agency.
Frank 15. Berry, a chauffeur, died

from exposure after sitting two hours
in his automobile in front of CarnegieHall. Henry ICeefor, laborer, and Wal«
ter A. Haag, grocer's boy, were over¬
come in hallways and died. Bernard
Arnovv, a contractor, was blown In
front of a car and seriously injured.
Several persons were removed to hos¬
pitals suffering from exposure.
Weather and wind affected the har¬

bor and river shipping. The tug New-
port went adrift off the Bay Kldge
shore when her engines became "dead."
Her crew was rescued.

The Senate began Its labors last

night with a perfunctory caucus to
elect a clerk of the Senate to succeed
Marshall Hooker, resigned. O. V. Han¬
ger, who had been appointed by (>ov.
ernor Mann to fill out Mr. Hooker's un¬
expired term, was elected#wlthout op¬
position.
Thirty of the thirty-Jive Democratic

Senators were In their seats when Sen¬
ator Rison, acting as president pro
tent., in the absence of Senator Echols. |called the body to order. Senator
Drewry was unanimously elected secre-
tarv of tho caucus. President Pro Tem.
Echols entered before the proceedings
were over, but Senator Bison continued
to preside until adjournment.
At the call for business, Senator

Bland Massie placed in nomination the
name of Mr. Hanger. The nomination
was seconded with short speeches by
Senators Saunders, Walker and Brock.
Upon the latier's motion. Mr. Hanger
was elected by acclamation.

Clumping of Itulcn.
Senator Gravatt, of Caroline, asked

if the caucus wore not the proper body
before which to bring an amendment
to the rules. If he was right in be¬
lieving it was, said Senator Gravatt,
he desired to offer several amend¬
ments.

, , , .Tho chair was of the belief that
while the caucus could hear any pro¬
posed amendment it was without power I
to adopt it- All changes from the pros- ;
ent rules, he thought, would first have
to be considered by the llules Com-
mittee and passed by the Senate In
regular session. I
Senator Walker, of Northumberland.

said ho round nothing In tho present
rules giving tho caucus any power in
the matter, and urged that It confine
Itself strictly to the business in hand.
the election of a clerk. The Senator
from Caroline, he said, could lose liotli-
ing by submitting his proposed amend-
ments to tho Bules Committee. Changes
in the rules, he thought, were too Ini-
portant to bo authorized without ma-
turo consideration and should be ef-
reeled only through the regular chan-
nels. The same view was held by hona-
tor Tavcnner,

In tho faco of this sentiment Senator [Gravatt forbore to press his amend-
ments. It was his desire, he said, to
act entirely within th- rules. He asked
for the chair's ruling, lie said, only
as a matter of information.

Klrctlon of Pages.

vear period of election, the pages held
over together with the other offleors
of the Senate. Reference to tho man-
ual. however, brought to light a rule
making obllK^tory tliolr election «it the
beginning of each term.

Under this rule the Senate affirmed
the election of tJie pages as constituted
at tho last term. Tho only change was
In the election of L. I* Perdue, of Ohos-
terlleld County, to succeed I< orestt
Graves, of FreflerlcKsbur^, who imu
resigned. The other pages are Tunstall
Itison, of Chatham; Robert Ward Jones,
of Richmond, aiHl John Cocke, of Dls-
putanta.
